‘Get thee behind me, Satan. For it is written that thou shalt wor­ 
ship the God of Truth, Honor and Righteousness, and him alone shalt thou 
serve.’ ”

Since 1896 Mr. Schurz has become one of those who has listened to the 
voice of the same tempter against whom he warned the American people in 
1896. Not for “all the glories of the world,’’ but lor infinitely cheaper rea­ 
sons he has fallen down to worship the one whom in 1896 he pictured as 
akin in his principles to Satan. Bryan is still, as in 1896, the personifica­ 
tion of the anti-Christ doctrine—thou mayest steal from the laborer 50 per 
cent of his hire. 
Mr. Schurz worships his new idol with bis face turned 
away. 
He is 
ashamed to mention his name when he gives testimony to his cause. But 
by “their works shall ye know them,” and by his present works Mr. Schurz 
leaves no question in the public mind whose servant he has become. 
Bryan has in 1900 made plain his criminal associations, so that if it was 
a truth Carl Schurz expressed in 1896 it was a more terribly manifest truth 
in 1900.

New York, Oct. 30.-The \o n^ list ot 
Are horrorH that have occurred In and 
around the city of New York, a ll.st 
that ineludoK the Royal hotel lire, the 
Park plftce disaster and the Windsoi 
and Hoboken fires, was added to by 
the tir(‘ and explosion that shook the 
lower end of Manhattan like an earth­ 
quake. hurled a seven-story building 
hito the air, and set tíre to two blocks 
of buildings, with a loss of life that 
only the efforts of the hundreds o t 
men who were rushe« ! to the work 
oi digging away the ruins as soon as 
the tire was extinguished will 
re­ 
veal. 
The loss of life Is not known, but 
from al sources of information It is 
gathered that tliert» are perhaps the 
bodies of 30 persons in the ruins, lie- 
cauae of the debris and the slowness 
of the moving of it. 
Chief Croker, of the fire department, 
eaid that the loss is fully $l,r>(H).000. 
There are 35 p( ".sons reported miss­ 
ing and too men. women and children 
are on the list of the injured. 
The big building of Tarrant & Co., 
makers of mediciuul specialties, stand­ 
ing at the nortlnvest coi;ner of Green­ 
wich and Warren stiw ts, and tilled 
with chemicals, took tire in some W’ay 
that may never be known. 
A citizen rushed into tlie house of 
fire engine 20. on Chambers street, 
near Grwnwlch, and 
shouted 
that 
Tarrant’s drug house was on fire. 
He had seen a volume of black smoke 
coming 
from 
the 
third-story 
win­ 
dow. 
An alarm was turned iii. 
Soon 
afterward sec*ond and third alarms 
were tiirnetl in. 
One tire coiupunv 
bad just arrived when a terrific 
ex 
plosion occurred and threw the en­ 
tire engine’s crew down tlie stair 
way. The firemen, realizing the dan 
ger of their iMisltion, rushed out of 
tne Imildiiig to the street. 
The ex 
jplosion had filled the str*‘et in front 
•with a shower of falling glass and 
ismall debris, which s(‘iit the crowd, 
which was alrimdy gathering on the 
•opposite sidewalks, fleeing for safety 
and caused the horses hitched to the 
engines to rear and try to get away. 
KiiginetT Uocksbury was unfasten­ 
ing the hor.ses ami Fireman Brown, of 
the company, was turning the safety 
valve of tlie eiiglm*. when tlie explo­ 
sion occurred J ind covered them with 
a shower of glass. 
Both were injured, 
as was another tircmaii belonging to 
-the company. 
Captain Ib'vnnney, of tlic company, 
onlercd his crew back into tlic build­ 
ing again. 
’Pin'y w(» re ilragging 
the 
line to the doorway for tin* second 
time when another 
explosion, more 
terrific tlian the tirst. came, and the 
whole crew was hurled across Green­ 
wich street. Hevanney lM*lng so badly 
Injured that he was .sent to a hos­ 
pital. 
In the meantime the other engines 
‘that had responded to the alarm had 
•collpob‘d and the firemen w’ore busy 
Twiciiing 
people 
from 
surrounding 
buildings. 
Firemen 
had 
already 
tmkcn many girls down the only fire 
pscape uinm tlie building, and more 
persons had lM*en carried down the 
escapes of the Home Made restaurant, 
next door, and the buildings adjoin­ 
ing upon Warr<*n sire<*t 
The second explosion occurred about 
tire minutes after the first. 
From 
the accounts of witnesses, the build­ 
ing stH'ined to leap into the air, and in 
a moment masses of brick wall, tim­ 
bers and stone were falling into the 
streets. 
The force of the explosion 
tore away the walls of tlie big commis­ 
sion storehouses fronting on Wash­ 
ington street and caused them to col­ 
lapse. falling all at once in a mass 
of timbers, boxes and Imrrel.s, from 
which the llames, wliich burst out 
from the Tarrant building like the 
belching of a cannon, at once broke 
forth. 
Across Wairou strwt to the oppo­ 


site nunamgs tne namesr lea pen set­ 
ting them all afire at once, the force 
of the explosion demolishing windows 
and all wwiden stnn tnres about the 
houses. 
In a moment Warren striad 
was chfiked uji with a mass of fh*bris 
and tlie whole place was aflame. 
The great explosion was followed 
by half a d<» zcn more, scarcely less in- 
ten.se, and by a (‘ouiitless numÍH*r of 
snialler ones. 
By this time the lire apparatus was 
arriving from every direction. 
Dcfi-

away Hu* station and the mass of ma- 
stoiiry tlnit fell with it broke through 
the flooring ami almost

The fire was gotten under control by 
till* firem« *!!, the flames still bnrning 
fiercely In th« * interior of the burned 
ar« *a, but danger of spreading being 
ov« *r. 
N« *ither the officials of the police 
department nor of the building

partment were willing to give any es- 
tiniate of the loss caused by thè fire 
and explosion.

Said He Had Lived at Rat« of S.1>0,000 
or More—Seven Hundred Thou­ 
sand Dollars Goes Easy. 


Boston. Oct. .30,—Cornelius L. Alvord, 
J r.. the abscomling note teller of the 
First National bank in New York city, 
who is charged with .stealing $790,- 
009 from th<* bank, was arrested here 
by Chief Inspector William Watts, of 
this city, and Detective Armstrong, of 
New’ York, in an 
ordinary 
lodging 
house at the corner of West Newton 
street and Burlington avenue. 
When arrested Alvord. who knew’ 
Detective Armstrong, stated that he 
W’as glad the suspense 
was ende« l 
and was w’iling to go back to New 
York W’ithoiit papers. 
He was driven 
to iKilice headquarters and, after iie- 
ing m« *asiir« *d and pliotograiihe« ! under 
the Bertillon system, was taken to 
New York. 
During his stay at police headquar 
ters Alvord told Chief Watts that he 
had not seen his w’ifc for tw'o w’eeks, 
although prior to that time he had 
told her of his financial circumstances 
and asked her if he should kill him­ 
self or face it out. He stat« *d that he 
had not been near Mt. Venion, but 
that he left New’ York last Tuesday 
at midnight and arrived in Boston on 
W(*diu*sday morning. 
He admitt« *d 
having registered as Bryan Sterling 
at the Touraine hotel, and said he had 
eaten several meals there; that he had 
taken the lodgings w’here 
he 
was 
fotmd on the follow’ing day, and that 
he had not been out of the place since.

New York. Ort. 30.—The long list of 
tire horrors that have occurred In and 
•round the city of New York, a list 
that Includes the Royal hotel fire, tile 
Park place disaster and the Windsoi 
and Hoboken fires, was added to by 
the fire and explosion that shook the 
lower end of Manhattan like an earth­ 
quake. hurled a seven-story building 
Into the air, and set fire to two blocks 
of buildings, with a loss of life that 
only the efforts of the hundreds of 
men who were rushed to the work 
or digging away the ruins as soon as 
the tire was extinguished will 
re- 
Teal. 
The loss of life Is not known, but 
from a1 sources of information it is 
gathered that there are perhaps the 
bodies of 30 persons in the ruins, be­ 
cause of tile debris and the slowness 
of the moving of It. 
Chief Croker, of the fire department, 
•aid that the loss’Is fully $1,500,000. 
There are 35 pc "sons reported miss­ 
ing and IOO men, women and children 
are on the list of the injured. 
The big building of Tarrant & Co., 
makers of medicinal specialties, stand­ 
ing at the northwest copier of Green­ 
wich and Warren streets, and filled 
with chemicals, took fire in some way 
that may never be known. 
A citizen rushed into the house of 
fire engine 20, on Chambers street, 
near Greenwich, and 
shouted 
that 
Tarrant’s drug house was on fire. 
He had seeu a volume of black smoke 
coming 
from 
the 
third-story 
win* 
dow. An alarm was turned in. Soon 
afterward second and third alarms 
were turned in. 
One tire company 
bad just arrived wheu a terrific ex 
plosion occurred and threw the en 
tire engine’s crew down the stair 
way. The firemeu, realizing the dan 
ger of their ignition, rushed out of 
tne building to the street. 
The ex­ 
plosion had filled the street in front 
••with a shower of falling glass and 
rgznall debris, which sent the crowd, 
which was already gathering on the 
•opposite sidewalks, fleeing for safety 
and caused the horses hitched to the 
engines to rear and try to get away. 
Engineer Rocks bury was unfasten­ 
ing the horses and Fireman Brown, of 
'the company, was turning the safety 
valve of the engine, when the explo­ 
sion occurred and covered them with 
a shower of glass. Both were injured, 
as tvas another fireman belonging to 
the company. 
Captain Deva liney, of the company, 
ordered his crew back into the build­ 
ing again. 
They were dragging the 
line to the doorway for the second 
time when another 
explosion, more 
terrific than the first, came, and the 
whole crew was hurled across Green­ 
wich street. Devanney being so badly 
injured th a t'h e was sent to a hos­ 
pital. 
In the meantime the other engines 
th a t had responded to the alarm had 
•collected and the firemen were busy 
Teaming 
people 
from 
surrounding 
buildings. 
Firemen 
had 
already 
taken many girls down the only fire 
escape upon the building, and ‘ more 
pontons had lieen carried down the 
escapes of the Home Made restaurant, 
next door, and the buildings adjoin­ 
ing upon Warren street 
The second explosion occurred about 
RTO minutes after the first 
From 
the accounts of witnesses, the build­ 
ing seemed to leap into tile air, and in 
a moment masses of brick wall, tim­ 
bers and stone were falling into the 
street^. 
The force of the explosion 
tore away the walls of the big commis­ 
sion storehouses fronting on Wash­ 
ington street and caused them to col­ 
lapse. falling all at once in a mass 
of timbers, boxes and barrels, from 
which the flames, which burst out 
from the Tarrant building like the 
belching of a cannon, at once broke 
forth. 
Across Warren ^street to the oppo­ 


site ntmomgs tne names leaper set­ 
ting them all afire at once, the force 
of the explosion demolishing windows 
and all wooden structures about the 
houses. 
In a moment Warren street 
was choked up with a mass of debris 
and the whole place was aflame. 
The great explosion was followed 
by half a dozen more, scarcely less in­ 
tense, and by a countless number of 
smaller ones. 
By this time the fire apparatus was 
arriving from every direction. 
Dep­ 
uty Chief Abeam came about two 
minutes after the second series of ex­ 
plosions and he at once ordered 
a 
fifth alarm sent out, followed by a 
general call for ambulances. 
It was at first thought that hun 
dreds of lives had been lost. Throngs 
of people were rushing about in the 
nearby streets, many of them panic­ 
stricken. fleeing from the fire. 
They 
mingled in the crowd that was rush­ 
ing down from Broadway to see what 
had happened. 
The second explosion carried destruc 
tion in every direction. 
That it did 
not cause a wholesale loss of life 
was due to tile fact that almost IO 
minutes’ warning came after the first 
cry of fire. 
Just after the outbreak 
of fire from hte windows of the build­ 
ing o downtown l»ound train stopped 
41 
Whjtch street station of 
the 
Ninth 
avenue 
elevated 
road. 
It 
passed on in time to escape the ex 
plosion and the few' people who were 
left on the platform of the station 
are thought to have nil escaped be­ 
fore the great explosion came. 
The 
etationmaster fled across 
the 
struc­ 
ture. carrying with him the receipts 
of the day and his unused tickets, 
while two women, who had stopped 
on the platform to watch the fire, 
frightened by the first explosion, fled 
down tin* downtown tracks, assisted 
by tile station porter, who took them 
to the Barclay street station in safety. 
The big explosion completely carried 
away the station and the mass of ma­ 
sonry that fell with it broke through 
the flooring and almost 
demolished 
Hie structure just below the build 
lug. 
Immense masses Jbf masonry, pieces 
of cornice, great qhtms, window cas­ 
ings and an indescribable mass 
of 
wreckage of every description tumbled 
suddenly Into the street in front of 
the building all at once. 
The wreckage was thrown 
across 
through the windows of the building 
in which the Irving National hank is, 
on lite northeast corner of the streets. 
The offices of the Irving hank and of 
Meeklen Bros., hankers and brokers, 
were nearly wrecked. The hank ofli 
dais escaped. 
When Captain McClusky, of the de 
tective bureau, and his men went into 
the hank they found 
fttmut $10,000 
scattered in confusion over tho coun­ 
ters and floor. 
This 
was 
hastily 
thrown into the vault and the door 
locked. 
The first explosion 
filled 
Meeklen 
Bros.’ offices with sulphurous smoke 
that nearly 
asphyxiated 
everybody. 
The second explosion blew in the win­ 
dows and cut the two Mccklens seri­ 
ously. 
A 
boy named Hoekenberry 
found Ellen Van T>een 
and 
Mary 
Dunkelman lying in a heap, fainted 
away. He caried them out to a place 
of safety. 
The others 
when 
they 
came to their senses gathered about 
$110,000 from the floors, put it in cigar 
boxes, and carried it to Waddell & 
Co. 
A barber shop in the same building 
was demolished, the barbers and two 
customers that were being shaved be­ 
ing driven to the street. 
The other 
tenants of the building, a* number of 
lawyers and brokers, nil escaped in­ 
jury. as did tile janitor, James Ru- 
bini, who lived on the top floor with 
his wife and two children. 
The immense building of J. IT. Mohl- 
man & Co., fronting on Washington 
street, simply collapsed, a deluge 
of 
barrels and b o x e s, filled with fruit, 
rolling out and forming a pile that 
stretched half way across the street. 
At the time of tho explosion blazing 
barrels were hurled clear across Wash­ 
ington^ street 
and set fires In the 
buildings to the west, threatening an 
extension of tho conflagration in that 
direction, hut 
tile 
firemen 
deluged 
these buildings and saved them. 
The first retorts of the fire that 
went out were htat the Tarrant build­ 
ing in its fail had crushed down upon 
two crowded restaurants and buried 
a hundred or more in each. 
Subse­ 
quent examination 
showed 
that 
if 
any persons 
were 
caught in these 
places it was the kitchen help and 
very few outsiders, if anybody. 
Outside of a few who were injured 
in the streets the loss of life by the 
fire and explosion must have occurred 
In the Tarrant buildings mainly and 
possibly in the other buildings de­ 
stroyed by the fire. 
The number of persons in the Tar­ 
rant building was estimated to be in 
tile neighborhood of 50. 
Secretary 
Allen, of the company, said that there 
were 45 employes, and he thought all 
got out with tile exception of one. 
People who saw the fire declared, how­ 
ever, that more lives must have been 
lost. * 


How many of girls and other em­ 
ployes of firms In the building escaped 
could not be guessed, 
although 
a 
large number of missing persons indi­ 
cated that there were some. 
It was 
said that half the employes were out 
getting lunch. 
A rumor went around 
tbtn boy had l>een seen at one of the 
nearby restaurants getting lunches for 
lo girls, who were waiting in the build­ 
ing. 
A man named Sexton is said to have 
seen two men and a woman at one 
of the top floor windows, just before 
the building collapsed. 
Another wit­ 
ness said he saw four girls being car­ 
ried down the rear fire escapes by 
nu n of truck IO. 
As no firemen are 
supposed to have been lost these girls 
were probably saved. Another witness 
said that he saw a large number of 
girls on a fire ascape just before the 
explosion and that none could have 
escaped. 
Other 
witnesses saw a crowd 
of 
about 20 girls come out of the Tar­ 
rant building and run away, one girl, 
Lena Spritt, of East Fifth street, be­ 
ing reported killed by flying debris 
when she turned to go back for some 
thing. 
One young woman hauled Felton, 
employed at Breitenbach’s, is said to 
have jumped out of a window and 
I icon taken to a hospital with both 
legs broken. 
The only person known to have been 
killed was a man who died in one of 
the hospitals from the result of an 
injury received in the street. 
Policemen Quirk and Cohen 
were 
carrying a wounded 
fireman 
away 
from the building after the first ex­ 
plosion across Greenwich street. The 
second explosion came and threw the 
three down a cellar entrance across 
the street, where they were pitked up. 
A number of firemen were on a lad­ 
der placed against the building from 
the elevated structure when the sec­ 
ond explosion came. 
They managed 
to escape. 
There was great indignation among 
the business men in the vicinity when 
they heard what part of the explosion 
had played in the general catastrophe. 
An explosion from the drug house 
was not unexpected, as it was gener­ 
ally believed in the neighborhood that 
explosive chemicals were in the place 
Fire Commissioner Scanned, 
how­ 
ever. denounced the Tarrant firm for 
carrying more explosives than it had 
the right to do. 
The fire boats Vero called to the 
fire and thousands of feet of hose 
were stretched fro mthe river front 
to the burning buildings. 
The fire was gotten under control by 
tile firemen, the flames still burning 
fiercely in the interior of the burned 
area. but danger of spreading being 
over. 
Neither the officials of the police 
department nor of the building 
de­ 
partment were willing to give any es­ 
timate of the loss caused by the fire 
and explosion. 
That it will amount 
to over a million was not denied by 
anybody.

Douglass & Co., cheese; Kahn, bak­ 
ers' supplies, and Hooping & Camp­ 
hoid, broom sticks and broom straw. 
A six-story brick, occupied by Al­ 
ler. dried fruits: fifth floor, Havons’ 
Drug and Spice company; fourth floor, 
vacant; third and secofiw, Flake & Co., 
lemons and oranges; first and part of 
sixth, fruit dealers; first. Pedora & 
Xenelis, lemons and oranges; 
base­ 
ment, Cuneo, fruit dealer. 
Five-story brick, used as a hotel.

SO.—The long list of 
lire horrors th at have occurred in and 
around the city of New York, a list 
that includes the Royal hotel fire, the 
Park place disaster and the Windsoi 
and Hoboken fires, w as added to by 
th e fire aud explosion th at shook the 
lower end of M anhattan like an earth ­ 
quake. hurled a seven-story building 
Into the air, and set fire to tw o blocks 
o f buildings, w ith a loss of life that 
only the efforts of the hundreds of 
m en who were rushed to the work 
OI digging aw ay the ruins as soon as 
the tire was extinguished will 
re­ 
veal. 
The loss of life Is not known, but 
from a1 sources of inform ation It is 
gathered th at there are perhaps tile 
bodies of 30 persons in the ruins, be­ 
cause of the debris and the slowness 
of the moving of it. 
Chief Croker, of the fire departm ent, 
said th at the loss Is fully $1,f>00,OOO.

Since 1896 Mr. Schurz has become one of those who has listened to the 
voice of the sam e tem pter against whom he warned the Am erican people in 
1896. Not for “all the glories of the world," but for infinitely cheaper rea­ 
sons he has fallen down to worship th e one whom in 1896 he pictured as 
akin in his principles to Satan. 
Bryan is still, as in 1896, the personifica­ 
tion of the anti-C hrist doctrine—thou m ayest steal from the laborer 50 per 
cent of his hire.

They are 
fundamental, radical upon many ques­ 
tions, some of which are new to our 
voters, yet all of them are of the 
highest importance. 
Among these, is 
the question of what is the best dispo­ 
sition to make of trade combinations, 
commonly known as trusts. 
This is 
a problem for the wisest 
to 
study 
upon, because in it are largely in­ 
volved the industrial activities of our 
times. 
That there are evils, genuine and 
great, in some of the conditions con­ 
nected with these combinations, can 
not be denied. 
In fact, the Republic­ 
an party was the first in a nation? Y 
platform to call attention 
to 
these 
evils, and to ask for an adequate rem­ 
edy. 
It was the first in the stij^e leg­ 
islation to do anything in regard to 
them. 
It Is the only party that has 
done anything in national legislation 
Sr admfnistratidn against them. 
The 
law suggested by jonn tiber mail has 
lone effective bpi vice, its value using 
limited alone by conditions uxed ta 
the constitution OI ihe United Stales. 
That instrument affords no opportu­ 
nity to touch corporations of any Kind 
sxcept those engaged in commerce be­ 
tween the states or with foreign na­ 
tions. 
Any further scope must be secured 
by a constitutional amendment. 
This 
the Republicans offered in congress 
ast June, but the Democrats voted It 
flown. Bryan proposes, through action 
by congress, a sort of license system 
Lhat is ausolutely without warrant in 
the constitution, and not worth the 
words with which he tells it. His only 
other remedy is absolute free trade, 
putting on the free list any article 
that the president in power might hap­ 
pen to think was in a trust, thus m ak­ 
ing the president autocrat over the 
entire tariff—the very thing that the 
English commons reserves to itself as 
its prerogative, and refuses 
to 
any 
king of England. 
This 
is the absolute power Bryan 
would put in a president’s hands, with 
out limit or restriction, and yet he 
pretends to oppose imperialism. Every 
industry in the land could be destroyed 
In a day by a mere executive decree, 
while the greatest of the trusts are 
today independent of the tariff, and 
scores of them grew up under the Dem­ 
ocratic tariff, and even when Bryan 
was in congress, without a word from 
him against them, 
is it safe to trust 
the solution of so grave and delicate 
a question to a man with such dan­ 
gerous ideas, such radical opinions, 
such uncertain and perilous theories? 
Every Bryan ballot is a vote to do 
that very thing. 
Add to this the distrust and demor­ 
alization of free trade, of free silver, 
the attack upon the courts and the gen­ 
eral sowing of seeds of suspicion in 
all directions that have been insepar­ 
able from Bryan’s campaign, and will 
be expected to be prominent in his 
administration, if he should be presi­ 
dent, and how can the country escape 
tremendous 
business 
upheaval iu 
case of his success? Thus every Bryan 
vote is a vote to stop the employment 
of labor, is a vote to advance the rates 
of interest, is a vote to scare capital, 
is a vote to call in loans, a vote to 
make money scarce, 
to 
discourage 
manufactures, to diminish the busi­ 
ness of merchants, to curtail the con­ 
sumption of the products of the farm 
and garden. 
These are simply some 
consequences 
that 
are 
involved 
at 
home In every Bryan vote. Who wants 
any of them? 
This 
risk was run 
eight years ago? 
Who liked the re­ 
sult? 
As if all these evils at home were 
not enough, Bryan’s program includes 
disgrace abroad. All of his talk about 
‘imperialism” simply means the furl 
;lng of the flag in the Philippines 
let'I ares, and his party platform de­ 
clares, for an immediate special ses­ 
sion of congress, to haul 
down 
the 
American flag in all the territory in 
the East turned over to US by Spain. 
They declare 
for 
turning over the 
archipelago* not to all or the nan v s, 


but to a limited number among; them, 
to create 
anarchy 
and 
engage 
in 
wholesale murder of all the rest—the 
real m a j o r ity of the residents of the 
islands. 
One glorious I alure of the McKin­ 
ley administration has been in pro­ 
gress right through the campaign, and 
yet no Democratic speaker or news­ 
paper has found any flaw for criticism 
from first to last. That is in the C hi­ 
nese complications, where the United 
States has led the 
world, where its 
practical progress has absolutely and 
completely given the lie to every ac­ 
cusation of imperialism. 
It is Amer­ 
ica that has stood 
for the rights of 
China, such as they are, for maintain­ 
ing the integrity of the kingdom, for 
the open-door 
policy for all nations 
alike, for the respecting the authority 
of the rulers of the Chinese empire, 
and that, from first to last, alone has 
had a consistent and reasonable plan 
of action, one to which all the other 
great nations have been compelled to 
come, by its reasonableness. 
Brave, faithful to every interest oL 
our 
own 
imperilled 
people, 
active 
where action was needed, withholding 
aggression where aggression w’ould do 
harm, and keeping clear of all foreign 
and 
European 
entanglements, 
the 
course of the United States in China 
has proved false, yet another favorite 
Bryan assertion—that 
of 
an Anglo- 
American alliance; for our course did 
not please England at all points, and 
yet at the last England and Germany 
have come together, in joint alliance 
with each other, to support practically 
the American plan.
